BEHIND SCHEDULE BUT ON TRACK 


Grandvue expansion moving forward 


by Bendzinski. municipal financial 
advisors. 

Grandvue administrator Penny 
Drury said that project architect Jor- 
dan London is currently reviewing 
bids along with county commission- 
ers, and she expects the construction 
bid award to be announced at the next 
regular meeting of the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners. 

Bids received include base hids of 
$6,863,955 from Comstock Construc- 
tion; $6,697,000 from Devere Con- 
struction; $7,168,000 from J.R. 
Heineman LaSalle Inc.; $7,032,600 
from Petrie Construction: and 
$7,997,000 from Spence Brothers. 

Plans for the addition and renova- 
tion were unveiled about a year ago,

after a yoar of strategic planning, 
which included a market analysis and 
reassessment of long- and short-term 
goals. 

Three specific areas of need tar- 
geted include the conversion of some 
four-bed wards to two-bed or private 
rooms: the incorporation of hospice 
and respite suites, and the possibility 
of outpatient therapy services. 

The expansion and renovation 
project has been designed to address 
each of these areas, to the tune of 
about $7.5 million. 

In November of 2000. voters in the 
county approved a millage proposal 
to support the construction project. 

By Drury’s estimate, the project is 
“several months behind” schedule, a 


fact that she said the facility's admin- 
istration and staff are not uncomfort- 
able with. The long design process, 
she said, has turned out to be a good 
thing, “because so many staff and 
families and residents have had the 
opportunity to review the plans all 
along.” 

“We had a couple of meetings for 
the community, and had the opportu- 
nity to really go over the plans with a 
fine-tooth comb,” Drury said. 

Having that comfort level, she 
added. is really a plus in the long run. 
“The last thing we wanted to do was 
to be into building and say, ‘oh, I 
didnt know that’s where that closet 
was going to be.’ We've had a chance 
to think through all of that now.” 


Once the bid for construction is 
awarded by the county commission, 
Drury expects that construction will 
begin immediately. 

“The plan is to start mght away.” 
she said, adding that the renovation 
and expansion has been estimated to 
be “about a two-year project.” 

While a ground-breaking event is 
being planned for the near future, the 
date and time are to be announced. 

Grandvue Medical Care Facility is 
a county-owned, skilled nursing fa- 
cility, and is paid for predominantly 
by Medicaid, along with Medicare 
and private funding. 

The care facility is located at 1728 
S. Peninsula Rd. In East Jordan, and 
can be reached at 536-2286. 


Authorities looking 
into bomb threat at 
BC High School 


Authorities are still investigating a 
bomb threat received at Boyne City 
High School last week. At the end of 
the school day on Thursday, Oct. 25, 
student success coordinator Steve 
Beyer discovered a written threat. 

According to Boyne City schools 


superintendent Jim Cooper, after con- 


tacting local law enforcement, staff 
members, along with Boyne City Po- 
lice officers, Michigan State Police, 
and a bomb-sniffing canine, sealed off 
portions of the school and made a 
physical search of the premises. 

The building was given the all-clear 
by that evening; and school activities 
were held.as planned, though an in- 
creased security presence was on 
hand Thursday evening, and again 
Friday during regularly scheduled 
classes. - 

“We're working: with local law en- 
forcement to see what-we need to do 
from here,” . Cooper said Friday.. He 
noted that the building. was “covered” 
by law enforcement personnel over- 
night on Thursday. 

“Our big concern is. making sure 


| we're now on top of it, limiting ac- 


cess to the building and beens up 
security.” 
While, Cooper added, “at no time 


did we feel any student was in dan-~ 


ger,” the threat was one that the school 
still needed to treat seriously. “‘The 
staff responded extremely well,” Coo- 
per said. 

“Everyone pitched in [Friday]. We 
had folks and community volunteers 
come in to help, monitoring doors all 
day.” Anyone entering the building 
was required to check in and wear a 
name tag. 

Local law enforcement has been 
extremely helpful,” Cooper said. 
“Based on conversations with them 
and assurances from them, we’ve 
done everything we can to assure the 
safety of the students.” 

On Friday, students were informed 


of the situation, with the presence of - 


law enforcement helpful in impress- 
ing upon them that “their safety is of 


the utmost importance,” said Cooper. 


“We also talked’ to them, and indi- 


cated to.them that {making 4 bomb. 
threat] i is nota joke; it’s ‘a very:seri- - 
- ous matter, ‘and asked for their help’ 
‘in. eliminating. things like this:’ We 


also shared. with ther that:there are 
consequences, not only for the per- 


son who makes these threats, but {in- 


the form of others} stripped of their 
freedoms.”No further ‘measures. are 
anticipated in response to the incident, 
and the investigation is ongoing. 
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Airline travel 
has changed

Note to self: It is no longer all right to pack 
my toenail clipper kit in my carry-on airline 
luggage. 

If you haven’t been an airline passenger since 
Sept. I1, things are much, much different than 
you remember. And, thankfully, the passage of 
time since the attack on America has dimin- 
ished neither the resolve nor the attention to 
detail of security personnel. 

After waiting in line for an hour to pass 
through the security checkpoint at the Colum- 
bus, Ohio airport last week, I placed my carry- 
on bag on the X-ray conveyor and asked a 
security person what I should do with my cell 
phone. 

“Put it on the conveyor, sir,” he said with 
disdain in his voice. And then he raised his 
voice so as many people in the several hundred- 
deep line as possible could hear him. 

“Please be ready when you get to the check- 
point to put all of your items on the conveyor,” 
he bellowed. “If you aren’t ready, it just delays 
things for everyone.” 

It used to be that I would put my cell phone 
in a little basket, walk through the metal 
detector, and head to the gate. But that was then 
and this is now. As I went to retrieve my carry- 
on bag from the X-ray inspection, a security 
guard approached. 

“Is this your bag, sir?” he asked. I answered 
in the affirmative. 

“Would you mind if I search it?” he asked.in 
what I perceived was a courtesy question only. 
Whether I objected or not probably wasn’t truly 
a consideration. I figured it must be a random 
and-or routine part of post-attack procedures. 

The gentleman started to go through the 
things in my carry-on bag. He opened my travel 
toiletry case and started taking out my shaving 
cream, deodorant and my little travel toenail 
clipper kit. 

And as he opened it, it hit me. I was bringing 
sharp scissors and a metal toenail file into the 
passenger cabin. Six weeks ago they would 
have been categorized as personal hygiene 
items. Now they were potential weapons of 
terror. 

At that split second, it crossed my mind that 
in this highly charged setting, this might be 
viewed as a serious offense. 

I just hoped that the security folks would see 
the combination of embarrassment and stark 
realization of what I had done. 

Another man approached, looked at the sharp 
scissors and pointed metal file, and asked, “Are 
these your items, sir?” 

“Uh-oh,” I thought, but I confirmed that they 
were. 

“You can't take these on board,” he said, and 
confiscated all of the items. 

As the day progressed, I was randomly 
searched on two other occasions, both times by 
friendly but thorough airline employees. 

While it was inconvenient and even a little 
embarrassing, I walked away from each search 
feeling good about the fact that the airlines and 
aifports are now being so thorough. 

I was glad that security found the potential 
weapons in my carry-on bag. It showed me that 
whether by innocent mistake or conscious act, it 
is now much more difficult to get items that 
could cause personal harm to others into the 
passenger cabin. 

Bottom line: Don’t expect to whiz through 
security any more. And that’s a good thing for 
passengers, pilots and flight attendants. 

As a security person re-packed my carry-on 
bag following the search, I said to him, “It 
never even occurred to me (that there would be 
a problem with the toenail clippers).” 

“Things are different now,” he said. 

Indeed.

First I would like to thank the Boyne City Commis- 
sioners that have supported the sidewalk issue along M- 
75 from McDonalds to Boyne Summit Drive in Boyne 
City. Please do not give up your mission and the values 
you hold regarding this major safety issue. You are the 
people that are making Boyne City great! 

However, Boyne City Commissioners wake up and look 
at reality. It was 14 months ago that I attended two City 
Council meetings and presented a petition with over 30 
signatures from the residents of Boyne Hills subdivision 
and the business along the south side of the road on M-75 
from McDonalds to Boyne Summit Dr. to support a side- 
walk along M-75. I called the Boyne City offices and was 
told how to follow the procedures and protocol. In the 
fal! of 2000, you were going to take a good look at the 
Situation and now it is over 14 months later and we are 
tabling it and sitting on it still.

efficient city government and planning? I know there is 
over $850,000 in reserves for something like a much 
needed sidewalk, and no, it does not need to cost $58,000 
or even $34,000 like the estimates came in. Those are 
probably for a nice cement sidewalk. Let's look at some 
alternatives; H&D is in the area weekly, why not have 
them pave the rest of it as a continuation of the Avalanche 
trail/walk along the south side of Division street. Don’t 
you think that would be the most reasonable, and cost 
effective way to accomplish this task while adding to the 
safety of the city for walkers, bikers and others that are 
forced to walk in the road right-of-way along M-75? 
Here is a true story from 28 years ago; at the time I was 
only 12 years old. My friend Mike had a paper route in a 


small town the size of Boyne City downstate. On Hal- 
loween of 1973, Mike was delivering evening papers af- 
ter school, and was riding along the same type of road as 
M-75 in the city with no sidewalk present. He was hit 
behind from a sober driver and killed instantly. As I stood 


at his funeral three days later, I asked myself, why at such 
a young age would God take Mike? No answers ever came 
to my mind as his family, our family, neighbors, friends 
and myself grieved his death in the months that followed. 
He attended church and catechism along with me. He was 
a classmate, friend and good, hard-working person. For 
the last 27 years, there has been a sidewalk in that area, 
only a year late. 

Death is too final. What a simple sidewalk would have 
done in this situation. Isn’t one human life more valuable 
than $30 to $50 thousand dollars? Boyne City Commis- 
sioners, it is not too late to ftx this problem before the 


death of a human is on your hands. I walk this daily and 
see several others on bikes and on foot battling the traffic 


on M-75 in both lanes. Please reconsider the issue that 
has been brought to your attention, and let’s fix it before 
it is too late.

There are a few rules about obtain- 
ing, and using, a library card, so today’s topic is “How 
to Apply for a Library Card at the Boyne District Li- 
brary.” 

To obtain a library card, you must be a resident or 
property owner in our service area, fill out an applica- 
tion card, and show proof of address, such as a Michi- 
gan driver's license, or other documentation of loca! 
address. 

Boyne District Library serves the residents of the City 
of Boyne City, all of Bay, Evangeline, and Hayes Town- 
ships, and the portions of Eveline and Wilson Town- 
ships that are in the Boyne City School District. Those

living out of our service area have two options: 1) They 
may purchase a nonresident card for $36 per year for an 
individual or family; also available quarterly. Purchas- 
ing anon-resident card entities the borrower to all library 
services, including interlibrary loan; or 2) Inquire whether 
your hometown library is a participant in the MichiCard 
program. Petoskey, Charlevoix, Otsego County, Walloon 
Lake, Boyne Falls, and East Jordan participate, as well 
as over 300 libraries around the state. Register for a card 
at the library that serves your legal address, then bring 
your MichiCard to receive Boyne District Library bor- 
rowing privileges at no charge. MichiCard patrons are 
entitled to al! library services except interlibrary loan. 

Unfortunately there is a small pocket of residents in 
Jordan Township who have no library that serves them. 
The residents of Jordan Township who are in the East 
Jordan School District are served by Jordan Valley Dis- 
trict Library. 
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Those residents who are in the Boyne City School 
District are not part of either library district. This is 
the result of the different ways library districts were 
formed. Several years ago Jordan Township put a ques- 
tion on the ballot asking if those “library-less” voters 
wanted to join the Boyne District Library District, but 
the question failed. As a result, those Jordan Town- 
ship/Boyne City Schools folks have no choice but to 
purchase a non-resident card to use this library. 

The library board decided that it was not fair to pro- 
vide service to some at no charge when the rest of the 
library district residents pay for library service with 
their tax dollars.

Tested, but still 


Brotherston Field was not a place for the meek on Friday night. 

First there was the weather. Simply put, the conditions were miserable, 
particularly in the first half. Wind, rain, snow, and sleet pelted the players.

I thought it would 
affect our passing game, but we passed the ball well. Our running game at 

times was not where it should be, but all 
+ in all I'm pleased with how our kids 
played.” 

The win put the 2001 Ramblers on the 
brink of moving into territory no other 
Boyne City team has travelled. They 
now have 10 wins, the third team in 
school history to reach that feat. The 
other two were the 1971 team and the 
1996 team. A win Friday will put this 
year’s team in the record books. 

To reach that lofty plateau, the 
Ramblers must beat Benzie Central. 
Boyne and Benzie met the third game of 
the season, an impressive 35-6 Boyne 
City win. That was many weeks ago and 
Benzie has not lost since.
